Cheer up! Space MeiTFear Us too, Says 
Man Who Claims "First-Hand" Word

first earthmin to talk to a visitor 
from out of space. He dslma that 
be^ the latter. 

Adamskl lays that on Kov. 30. 
IMJ, he talked to a man Irom Venui 
for about an hour. Then he watched 
him tUe elf In his nylns saucer, 
and, a- days Isler. the Venuslan 
came back and latB AdamaU a 
meaaaie. The raesaiEe has not yet 
been deelphertd. , . „ 

If It's science tleUon. thU u' a 
humdlnjer, because Adsmakl hu 
photographi, a plaster cast of the 
rUllor'i odd footprint, ■airidavlls 
fhm tix people who wslched the 
rtndeivous. and that stranie me*- 
saie. 

,11 ll'i science fael. Ifs a whopper, 
because none oC the six witnesses 
wu close enough to hear the "eon- 
versitlon." the phoiomphs do not 
show the visitor, and nobody hai 
been able to make head or UU out 
of tha scrawly helroglyphlcs on the 
mcastge. 

But Adamskl't story, whether fact 
or fiction, makes highly entertaining 
reading. He tells It in a book called 
"Flying Saucers Have Landed," 
wntten to coUiboratloa with Des- 
mond Leslie. Leslie's half of the 
book U a lengthy attempt to prove 
that nylnc saucers dale back to 
1020, and possibly even before. But 
Adsmskl stesl* the show. 

He tells how he grow Interested 
In the subject ot fU'lng saucen. and 
spent many hours looking for them 
—and seeing them. Then, on that 
fateful Nov. M, he wa» hi the Cali- 
fornia desert, about lO miles north- 
east of Desert Center. With hlra 
were Mr. and Mrs. A. CD alley. Dr. 
jind Mis. George H. >Vllllamaon. 
Mff. Alice K. Wells and Mrs. Lucy 
McQlnnls. his secretary. 

Suddenly, they all spotted "a gl- 
janUo dgar-shaped allvtry ship," 
riding high tAi silently to the dear 
>ky. (The Venuslsn Uter said this 
was the saucer's "mother" ahlp.) 
They foUowed this untU It suddenly 
soomed off, frightened away by air 
force pUnei. Five mtoutei later 
AdsmskJ, who hsd wandered away 
from his companions, saw a flytns 
saucer; drifting to between two 
mountAto peaks.

This craft, too, was spotted by 
ah- force pltjiei. and disappeared to 
a huny. But a few minutes later, 
Adnnukl says, he saw a man about 
a quarter ot a mile auay. The man 
motioned to lilm. )uid he came. 

This was the Venuslan. He was 
about live (eet, six toches Ull. 
weighed About 13S. and Adamskl 
estimates his age at 38. He was 
quite good-tooklng, with long, wavy, 
Ahoulder-lcngth sandy hair, a sun- 
tanned complexion, gray -green eyea 
oUshtly aslant at the comers and 
beautiful while t«tth. He was wear- 
ias a chocolate brown outfit, which 
Adamskl describes as like a ski tulC^ 
and ox-blood colored shoes with a 
side opening. 

There was a friendly greeting— 
Venuslans tbake .hands by simply 
pladnc pohni together— and then 
they talked. Adamskl doesn't speak 
Venuslsn and the vbltor knew no 
English, BO they talked by maktoe 
gestures and "^ormtoff pictures to 
their mtodi." j 

Adamskl learned, first, that the 
visitor WAS from Venus. (Ke made 
gestures of circles around the sun, 
the visitor pointed to Venus' 



orbit.) Then the Venuslan satil he 
had eome to warn, earth that atomic 
explosions «cr( danieroui. ("Tb cx- 
prtaa the exploeloni, he said 'Boomi 
Boom!'") 

The man from Venus expUtoed 
how saucers were powered— msg- 
netlsm. And he said that many 
saucen had landed t>efore. He even 
admitted that some earth people 
had been taken away to them. He 
said that other plane ti beildr* 
Venus— and planets to solar syitema 
other than ours— send out cralt that 
ccme to earlh. M«tw U»e.the mroa 
as a atopplns-olf potoL 

Saucers, he continued, do not ap- 
pear or land often In populated 
places, as the men frora outer space 
fear earth people. But be said there 
were men from other worlds Ilvtns 
on earth today, among tu, and for 
that reason he wouldn't permit his 
picture to be taken. Adamikl lym- 
pathlies. saytog there are cerlato 
fada) characteristics which would 
be easily spotted. 

The visitor aald almoit every 
planet Is Inhabited, and the people 
look almost the some as we do. Then 
he made a point ot Impressing hU 
footprtots to the ground and, after 
a few more pleasantries, led the way 
to hU saucer. Ha took a photo- 
graphlo plate from Adamskl. before 
leaving. 

The footprlnte. which had a dlf. 
ferent net ot hieroglyphics on eseh 
shoe, were quickly preurved 
plaster of Paris. 

It was on Dec. 13 that the saucer 
ilew back, over Adamskl's home at 
Palomar Oardens, and one of the 
portholes opened. A hand appeared, 
dropped the photographlo plate. 




waved allgtatly, and then tha eaueer 
loomed away. 

On the Plata was tha messsne. 

Adamikl was very pleased with 
the encounter, with one Acrptlon. 
The Venuslan wouldn't take him 
tor A rida to the saucer. But. he 
maybe next time.
